a RESIGNATIONS were received 
by the Administration from Dr. 
George Horsley Smith, instructor 
in psychology, and Charles Edward 
Cooke, associate professor of civil 
engineering, last week. Dr. Cooke 
was expected to return to the Uni- 
versity this semester after several 
years on war leave with the Sani- 
tation Corps of the United States 
Army. 

Heading the list of appointments 
was Colonel Wallace H. Graham, 
personal physician to President 
Truman, who joined the staff of 
the Medical School as professorial 
lecturer in surgery. 

Colonel Graham graduated from 
Creighton University in Omaha, 
Nebraska, In 1936, and did :> 08 t- 
graduatc work in surgery at clinics 
in Berlin, Vienna, and Edinburgh. 
On active duty in the Army for 
tour yean he saw service in 
France, Belgium, Holland and Ger- 
many. 

One of the scientists engaged In 
research on the release of atomic 
energy at Lot Allmos. New Mexi- 
co, Dr. Charles Critchfleld has been 
appointed associate professor of 
physics. He received his B. S. and 
M. A. from the Univenlty and his 
Ph.D. from Harvard. 

Lemuel Allen* Haslup and Jay 
Wesley Murphy joined the Law 
School faculty. A former Lt Co.- 
enel in \b» Marine Corps where he 
was on duty in the Judge Advo- 
cate’s Office of the Navy, Profes- 
sor Haslup obtained his B. S. from 
the Univenlty of Maryland, hU 
IJ.B from the Univenlty. He later 
taught at IMetson Law School, De- 
land, Florida, and at the Universi- 
ty of Miami

in the principles of politics and 
good government.” (sic.) 

Although Congress took no action 
to carry out the provisions of 
Washinfrton’s will, and the Potomac 
Canal Company (ailed, rendering 
the stock worthless, a movement 
was started by private Individuals 
to establish here an institution for 
the education of the Baptist minis- 
try. which would offer general col- 
legiate training. 

Congress refused to grant a char- 
ter because of the sectarian charac- 
ter of the petition, and eventually 
the petitioners requested a charter 
for a non-sectarian college, which 
they called the “Columbian Society 
for literary purposes.” so that 
Washington’s and Jefferson's a.<:pl- 
rations for a university here might 
be realized. 

It was upon this petition that 
Congress granted a charter on Feb- 
ruary 9, 1821, (or the establishment 
of Columbian College, one of the 
earliest non-sectarian universities 
in the United States.

There are several places in which 
to voice your gripes; Letters to The Elditors of The 
Hatchet, at Student Council meetings, or, In aggra- 
vated cases, even to the Student Life Committee. The 
Hatchet is always glad to receive letters to the Editors 
ind President Lynn of the Student Council has just in- 
rited students to attend their meetings.

In addition, a student may hold 
two minor offices which include

Dreese, Marvin, 
Ben Tufts Address 
Veterans Meeting 

• SPEAKING BEFORE a crowd of 
several hundred at the veterans’ 
meeting last night in the Hall of 
Government, Mr. Ben L. Tufts of 
the Veterans’ Administration, ex- 
plained the delay in sending out 
certificates of eligibility to the new 
veterans. 

TVelve hundred of these men 
have been permitted to enter the 
University without any papers to 
cover their tuition expenses. Ap- 
plications have been made by the 
hundreds but no word has been re- 
ceived on many of them. 

’The University, ready to cooper* 
ate to the fullest extent, has al- 
lowed these veterans to register 
and attend classes before their pa- 
pers have been received. 

Both President Cloyd H. Marvin 
and Dr. Mitchell Dreese. director 
of the Veterans’ Bureau at tha 
University, gave a short welcome. 
Dr. Dreei^ explained the veterans' 
program and expressed his appre- 
ciation for the grand response 
4 made by the men. 

He said that the registration 
lines were long but the boys were 
good sports and mentioned over- 
hearing one vet remark, "These 
Unes are just like the chow lines 
In the army.”

New Policy 
To Admit 
Alcoholics 

Hospital Handles 
Psychiatric Cases, 
Dr. Bloedorn States 

e WHEN THE new University Hos- 
pital opens early next year, alco- 
holic and mental patients will be 
admitted as general cases, a policy 
which has never before been fol- 
lowed, Dr. Waiter A. Bloedorn, 
Dean of the School of Medicine, an- 
nounced last week. 

Top floor of the six-story struc- 
ture. Which will be devoted com- 
pletely to treatment of psychiatric 
and neurological casfis. will contain 
the most modern shock and water 
treatments available, other recog- 
nized therapy, and 52 beds, divided 
equally between the two types of 
patients. 

Dr. Winfred Overholser, superin- 
tendent of St. Elizabeth’s Hospital 
and psychiatric director of the new 
hospital, stated that "the person be- 
ing treated is a whole person and 
not an assemblage of parts." The 
new policy to be followed by the 
hospital Is based on the principle 
set forth In Dr. Overholser'i state- 
ment. 

Both doctors emphasized that 
psychiatry is “a branch of medicine 
and not merely a separate field" to 
be branded by isolation or commit- 
ment to mental institutions. They 
further stated that many patients 
who suffer from mental upsets of 
a transitory nature would be cured 
more quickly if treated as general 
hospital eases. 

With the establishment of this 
new 'policy, the University hospital 
will be the only known general one 
within 100 miles and one of a score 
in the country. thRt combines psy- 
chiatric treatment with other ill- 
nesses. 

Explaining the advantages of the 
procedure. Dr. Overholser said it Is 
a forward-looking step and a dis- 
tinct service to the community to 
an.swer a pressing need for this 
type of hospiatl care. 

"A good many cases that come 
to the hospital on physical com- 
plaints have mental and emotional 
concomitants and a hospital which 
has at hand the necessary facilities 
for treatment of these disorders, as 
well as physical maladies, offers a 
decided advantage to the patient," 
he said. Dr. Overholser also point- 
ed out that some general hospital 
patients have physical complaints 
that are really mental disorders 
and these persons will get tho 
needed psychiatric treatment.

Lon- 
don was his next stop. While 
doing research work at the Public 
Records Office and the British Mu- 
xeum he took additional work at 
the London School of Economics. 

"Fall of the Planter Class In the 
British Caribbean" was the subject 
of the professor’s doctoral disserta- 
tion. Immediately upon publica- 
tion It won the Justin Wlnsor prize 
of the American Historical Associ- 
ation and led to Dr. Ragatz’ elec- 
tion as a fellow of the Royal 
Historical Society and the Royal 
Society of Arts in England. 

A recognized expert on Carib- 
bean colonialism and Imperialism 
in general. Professor Ragatz haa 
written numerous articles on these 
Helds. He was editor of the 
American Historical Review for 12 
years and has been a member of 
the Board of Editors of the Jour- 
nal of Modern History and the 
Revue dex Colonies.

Lack 
housing facilities, hospital equip- 
ment, clothing and food, made the 
two areas utterly destitute. Major 
Sickler reported. 

Dr. Lippetts asked Major Sickler 
to convey to the studertt body the 
necessity of relief for these people. 
Major Sickler stated that the occu- 
pants of Gennep and Hayden have 
bad no thread or needles for three 
years; children cannot attend 
ichool because of lock of clothing; 
soap is so scarce that it may be 
used but once a week. 

Paper, pens, - canned food, knit- 
:ing needles, darning cotton and 
many other items are needed. The 
bospital at which Dr. Lippetts 
works does not have a single foun- 
tain pen.
